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SIX MEEl^DEATH. 


Horrible Accident on the Cen- 


tral Road, at Mannville, 


Last Night, 


Engineer Hubbard, Fireman 


Gaarhart and Brakeman 


Bigelow Among the 


Victims. 


The Worst Accident in the History of 


ths Wisconsin Central. 


Six dead and over a score injured, 


Is the result of a terrible accident on 
the Wisconsin Central road, at just 
1:13 o'clock this morning. The num- 
ber of dead may be even more than 
six, but that is the correct number as 
near as can be ascertained at this 
writing. The accident happened at 
the abandoned station of Mannville, 
three miles above Marshfleld, and is 
the worst in the history of the Cen- 
tral road. The dead are : 


JAS. F. HUBBARD, Engineer. 
GEO. GEA.RHART, Fireman. 
JUDGE BIGELOW, Brakeman. 
MR, RUSSELL, Civil Engineer. 
UNKNOWN WOMAN, of Menasha. 
UNKNOWN MAN, of Marshfleld. 
The three first named are residents 


of this city, and the bodies of Engi- 
neer Hubbard and Fireman Gearhart 
are now at Grant's undertaking rooms 
on Brown street, while-thai of Brake- 
man Bigelow are beneath the smoul- 
dering ruins of the wrecked train. 
Mr. Russell is a resident of Milwaukee, 
and was an assistant civil engineer on 
the road. 


The cause of the accident was the 


result of the switch bolt being mis- 
placed, or in other words the bolt 
that connects the switch rod with the 
switch itself was out of place. 
The 


accident happened at what is known 
as the west switch, at Mannville, and 
the moment the engine struck the 
switch it left the track and went into 
the ditch, which is some four feet deep 
at this-point. It went down between 
what is known as the bouse track and 
the main track. The train consisted 
of the baggage car, two coaches, three 
sleepers and business car No. 47. The 
latter car was occupied by Receiver 
Howard Morris, and all but this and 
sleeper, "Ashland," are now a tnassof 
ruins. 
These two were saved. 
As 


the engine left the track it went head- 
long into the muddy ditch, and turn- 
ed at least partially over, burying the 
engineer and fireman beneath the 
ruins of the tank. The baggage car, 
two coaches, one of them a smoker, 
and two sleepers, followed and were 
telescoped or piled high on top of one 
another. 


Almost as soon as the train, which 


was the limited, No. 4, coming east, 
and running at the usual high speed, 
came to a stop, the interior of every 
car seemed to be filled with fire or 
escaping steam. 
Brakeman Bigelow, 


Mr. Russell and the stranger 
from 


Marshfleld, who seemed to be a woods- 
man, who boarded the train at Ab- 
botsford, were all in the smoker at 
the time the accident occurred. The 
Menasba woman, who was of medium 
age, also boarded the train at Abbots- 
ford. She was undoubtedly a foreign- 
er, having a note to the conductor 
asking him to see that she reached 
her destination 
all 
right. 
This 


woman was seated in the flrst-class 
coach. The conductor, W. J. Gavin, 
of this city, was also in this coach, 
and had looked at his watch, noticing 
that it was just 1:13. 
Almost im- 


mediately thereafter he felt the crash, 
and grabbed the seats on either side, 
which he hung to with his whole 
power, but was forced to the floor, go- 
ing down upon his knees and in a 
half doubled-up position. 
Instantly 


everything was confusion, passengers 
were crying or screaming with fright 
and pain, and although Mr. Gavin 
had been struck upon his back by a 
flying seat or heavy missile of some 
kind and received a number of other 
bruises and cuts upon his body, he 
forgot h's own pain and only thought 
to save others. This car was already 
filled with escaping stoam, and Con- 
ductor Gavin broke open a window, 
through which he crawled. 
Then 


with the aid of Engineer Wm. Buck- 
ley, of Ashland, who was a passenger, 
and some others who were fortunate 
in getting out, he turned his attention 
to freeing those who had been less 
fortunate. 
There were some sixty 


passengers on the train, and it is sup- 
posed that ail of these except the four 
heretofore mentioned were savi>d. 
Engineer Hubbard and Fireman Gear- 
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hart were tak«n from beneath the 
ruins in a dying condition, the latter 
living only about five minutes, while 
Mr. Hubbard lived about two hours, 
but neither regained consciousness. 
Their bodies were horribly burned by 
escaping steam, while their liuibs 
were broken and numerous injuries 
received about the head and other 
parts. 


Among the others who were injured 


are W. O. Bozlee, the news agent, wlo 
was asleep In the coach. 
When the 


crash came, he was thrown forward 
with great force, striking upon his 
face and head. 
Here be was pinned 


down, with another man under him 
and seats on top, for what seemed 
almost an age, and partially in an un- 
conscious condition. 
Then Engineer 


Buckley came to the rescue, and with 
the aid of the man at the bottom Boz- 
lee was gotten out. 
He is quite badly 


bruised, complains of his stomach, but 
no bones are broken, and it is believed 
and hoped that he will soon bo about 
again. He is now at his home on Cen- 
ter avenue. Dr. Weigel, a resident of 
Ghdden, was also among the unfort- 
unates, being considerable bruised and 
shaken up. He is at the Jacobs House 
here, but no serious results are feared. 
The flagman, Chas. Rice, and the 
news agent, who makes this run, Me- 
Manus,both escaped without a scratch, 
the former being in the sleeper "Ash- 
land" when the accident occurred. 
McManus was started for Marshfleld 
by the conductor as soon as the acci- 
dent occurred, but when he had cover- 
ed about half the distance met a team 
who took him back. There an engine 
and a couple of coaches were secured, 
which was boarded by three doctors, 
and they with tbe assistance of a 
Chippewa Falls physician, who was 
on tbe wrecked train, did everything 
possible for the unfortunates. 
A 


special was also made up here, and 
with the Drs. von Neupert and Dr. 
Atwell. left for the scene of the acci- 
dent at about half-past two o'clock. 
When Marshfield was reached, how- 
ever, they were met by the special 
that had been sent from there, and on 
this were the dead and injured. 
The 


wounds of the latter were attended to 
ty the physicians, and there were not 
to exceed fifteen of them. 
Several of 


these were taken to the Marshfleld 
hospital. Mr. Bozlee and Dr. Weigel 
were brought to this city, arriving at 
about six o'clock, and others continued 
their journey south from this city. 
It 


is believed that Mr. Bozlee and the 
doctor were the more seriously hurt of 
those who received injuries. 


Engineer Jas. F. Hubbard has re- 


sided in this city for nearly twenty 
years, coming here in the fall of 1874, 
when a mere boy4 and has ever since, 
with the exception of about three 
years, when he was on the Northern 
Pacific, made this city his home and 
been in the employ of the Central. 
He was born in England, of English- 
Irish parents, 39 years ago the 1st 
of last November, and 
was mar- 


ried in this city Dec. 25th, 1881, to 
Miss Lucy McLean. 
He has three 


children, two boys and a girl, the 
youngest 4 and the oldest 12 years of 
age, and to these and the heartbroken 
wife the sympathy of all goes out. 
He came here 
from 
Marquette, 


Mich., where he has a sister. 
Mr. 


Hubbard was truly one of nature's 
noblemen, a jolly, whole-souled man, 
strictly honest and honorable, and 
his sad and terrible death is lament- 
ed by all. He was First Engineer of 
Baldwin Division No. 80, B. of L. 
E, and highly esteemed 
by every 


member thereof. 


Geo. Gearhart. has been a resident 


of this city for a number of years, 
and in fact attended 
our public 


schools. He was 33 years of age, 
and leaves a wife and two children, 
aged 9 and 6 years. He also was a 
member of Division No. 80, B. of L. 
E., but was set back a few weeks 
ago, when a number of other engin- 
eers shared the same fate. 
He for- 


merly lived at Chelsea, where his 
parents, brothers and sister reside. 
He was an excellent man in all re- 
spects. He was a member of Shaur- 
ette Lodge, I. O. O. F. 


Judge M. Bigelow, who had always 


been called Judd, was born at Plover 
35 years ago last March. 
He was 


married at White Beaver 
Lake, 


Minn., to Miss Rose Howe 3 years 
ago the 15th of last April. Besides 
his wife, he leaves one little girl, 
2 years of age. He had 
followed 


railroading for the past nine ye?rs, 
and was one, of those jolly, social 
young men it is always a happiness 
to meet. The sympathy of the com- 
munity goes out to the wife and 
little one, as well as to the gray- 
haired father, brother and sister. 


The body or Judd Bigelow, the 


brakeman, was found at about nine 
o'clock this morning and recognized 
from his keys and watch. 
It was 


burned beyond recognition. 
Two 


other bodies were found about the 
sam*> tim«>, tfut were so badly burned 
that nothing could be ascertained as 
to even what sex they belonged to. 
It is feared that the number of vic- 
tims will even exceed six. 


SUNDAY OBSERVANCE. 


A Iiumelr Attended Mas* MMtia« at tt* 


Optra HOUM, Sunday Afternoon.— 


Addresa** Delivered and XM- 


olutiona Adopted. 


Every seat was occupied and scores 


were obliged to remain standing, or 
either take their departure, at tbe 
appointed time for tbe mass meeting 
of citizens, held at tbe Opera House, 
last Sunday afternoon. The program 
opened with the singing of "America," 
by a strong chorus, and in whlefc a 
good portion of the audience }olB«d. 
Rev. R. H. Weller of the Episcopal 
church, led. in prayer. 
The other 


reverend gentlemen 
who occupied 


seats on the stage were Rer. E. P. 
Rankin, of the Presbyterian church, 
Rev. W. J. Rice, of St. Stephen's 
Catholic church, Rev. Webster Millar, 
of St. Paul's M. E. church, and Rev. 
L. G. Carr, of the Baptist church. 
Mr. Rankiu gave a statement of the 
objects of the Sabbath League, saying 
that it is for the purpose of promot- 
ing a better observance of the Sab- 
batb, for the circulation of good 
literature among the people, and the 
holding of meetings like the one then 
in session, that both the spiritual and 
physical well being of all may be 
improved. He then gave a list of the 
officers of tbe league, and said that 
it is not because Stevens Point needs 
such an organization, not that she is 
the worst place in the world, but be- 
cause there is room for improve- 
ment, that this agitation is going on. 
He said that all business houses 
should be closed on the Sabbath, ex- 
cept those that are kept open as a 
necessity or for charity, and this 
meeting is to awaken sentiment, to 
arouse attention, that the objects of 
the movement, may be carried out. 
After a song by a choir consisting of 
W. B. Buckingham, Gavin Campbell, 
Prof. Simonds and Geo. S. Rodd, Rev. 
Father Rice spoke upon "The Chris- 
tian's Duty to the Sabbath." The 
speaker said that he was pleased to be 
called upon to say a few words on sa 
good a subject, and that in order t3: 


properly observe the Sabbath a per- 
son must be a Christian, and the Sab- 
bath should certainly be observed by 
all Christians. 
From the earliest 


times, he said, the woild had been 
religiously inclined, and as an ancient 
writer once said, it would be easier 
to do without kings and judges, than 
without temples and churches. All 
mankind recognize the duty of serv- 
ing God, he said, and then referred to 
the significance of the ten command- 
ments, saying that they do not imply 
what is said only in words, but a 
broad and more expanded view must 
be taken. 
He referred to the past 


and present state of affair in France, 
Russia, Germany and England, and 
said that their troubles were brought 
on by socialism and a lack of religion 
among their people. 
All should be 


proud to live in this grand country of 
ours, where religious liberty is to be 
enjoyed. The world was made in six 
days, and on the seventh the Maker 
rested. 
Man ia made according to 


the image and likeness of God, is 
superior to all other things and 
creatures in the world, and should 
serve his God and the day set apart 
for that purpose. When we consider 
that all we have in this world is but 
the gift of God, we must know that 
it is our duty to serve him. 
This is 


not only a divine law, to have a clay 
of rest, but the law of nature as well. 
Sunday is essentially the laboring 
man's day, a day of rest and prayer, 
a day of peace and reflection. It is 
the Sabbath day and the church day, 
and it should not be desecrated. 
The reverend gentlemen's remarks 
throughout were replete with good 
thoughts, and were well received by 
all present. 


B. B. Park was the next speaker, 


his subject being, "The Citizen's 
Duty to Obey the Law." He said that 
he had but a few short hours to pre- 
pare for this occasion, having been 
absent from the city, and can hardly 
see why it should be necessary to 
speak on the subject assigned to him, 
as every citizen should know that ft 
is his duty to obey the law. 
The 


statute which commends us to observe 
the Sabbath, 
is founded on the 


Divine commandment, "Keep Holy 
the Sabbath day." 
We should 


observe this day for three reasons: 
1st, because it fa the law of God: 
2d, the police regulations and moral 


advancement of the people require it* 
and 3d, for unitary relations. The 
speaket then took up the first reason,. 
referrtRtf at first to the north star, 
the guide of marl»en for years 
around which earths many tines 
larger than ours are circled, and al! 
in perfect harmony. 
The same law 


which regulates them is the hvw of 
God. 
When b» made things so 


perfect In the material world, do you 
think that he could forget man and 
the requirements for his intelligence? 
The courts have always sustained .the 
commandment, "Remember the Sab- 
bath day and keep it holy," and every 
American citizen should obey this 
commandment and always keep it in 
mind. Mr. Park said that two great 
people have lived in this world, the 
Romans and Anglo Saxons. 
Tbe 


former had no Sunday, but they 
Inaugurated seasons of rest, when to 
labor or do any work was to be fined. 
Thousands of dollars were spent to 
bring about this reform, that the 
mind and body might have perfect 
and complete rest. The holy Sabbath 
is a day of rest. 
The courts have 


always sustained it as such, and it 
must be right, coming down through 
twenty-three hundred years of time, 
approved of in all centuries and, 
recognized in all the books. 
The 


speaker read an authority by "Cooley 
on Constitutional Limitation," on the 
observance of the Sabbath. 
Some 


will go out, the speaker said, and say 
that this law was not made for them, 
a thought which is uppermost in the 
mind of every criminal before the bar 
of justice, but when we acccept it 
and recognize this move as for the 
benefit of all, then will we enjoy 
more 
righteous, 
more 
beautiful

A choir consisting of W. B. Buck- 


ingham, 
Gavin 
Campbell, 
Mrs. 


Hanover and Mrs. Chas. Raymond, 
then rendered a song, after which 
Dr. F. A.- Southwick produced a 
paper on "The Physical Need of a 
Rest Day." 
The Dr.'a address was 


xeplete with good thoughts and sound 
advice, but for want of space we are 
able to give only a few extracts from 
the same. He said that every human 
being has a certain amount of force 
produced in his system daily, and if 
more force than the daily product be 
used, there will be a continual drain- 
ing on the reserve power until there 
finally comes a time when bankruptcy 
results. It is precisely the same as 
when a man with a fixed income lives 
on through the years, spending each 
year only a little, it may be, more 
than his income, but as this contin- 
ues, at last the capital begins to feel 
tbe drain, and with an accellerated 
pace ruin comes on. 
The speaker 


then spoke at length upon the phys- 
iological causes which make us live, 
and act and have our being. In ex- 
amining the lives of our great and 
active men, he said that a great 
majority of them have broken down 
before the allotted time of three score 
and ten years. When we find excep- 
tions to this rule, we find good reasons 
for the same. It is strange that one 
of the most difficult things to under- 
stand and one of the most common 
things to disregard is the needs of 
our physical nature and the rela- 
tions of mind and body. As one has 
remarked, "it takes the better part of 
one's life to get acquainted with our- 
selves, and happy and fortunate are 
we if we do not kill ourselves in mak- 
ng the acquaintance." 
Under the 


ordinary conditions of life, the amount 
of labor required of each in order to 
earn his living, ought to be only a 
pleasurable exercise of our faculties, 
but, instead of finding life conforming 
to these conditions, we find the major- 
ity of people groaning beneath the 
yoke of toil and care; our bodies 
break down from being over-worked ; 
our brains become disordered from 
being over-taxed, and when 
the 


human frame finally succumbs to the 
effects of all this mismanagement. 


The next speaker was Rev. L. G. 


Carr, who spoke on "The Moral 
Effects of Sabbath Observance." 
He 


said that what the audience had 
heard from the other speakers, is 
certainly sufficient to satisfy ail of 
the importance of Sabbath observ- 
ance, a day which is and always has 
been observed by a large and respect- 
able portion of mankind at all times. 
This is nob a day to dread, but a time 
when the family can become better 


acquainted, one member with iue 
other. 
This afternoon there has 


been four speakers upon this, plat- 
form, and there is no disagreement 
among them. By Unity this question 
can be-brought to a successful termi- 
nation, as in unity as in all other 
matters there is strength. 
Let the 


friends of a Christian and religious 
Sabbath join together, and much 
good must certainly result. 
God has 


no place on earth or in heaven for one 
who will not labor, but this must be 
done in six days, and the seventh 
devoted to rest. 
Mr. Carr closed his 


remarks with a strong appeal for 
Sabbath observance. 
Rev. Mr. Mil- 


lar then read the following resolu- 
tions, which were adopted by 
standing vote of those present, after 
which tbe meeting adjourned with a 
song. Prof. T. L. Allen accompanied 
the singing with his cornet, while 
Miss Kate Rood presided at 
the 


piano.

CRIPPLE CBEEK, Colo.. May 20.—Eleven 


men killed, with a strong probability that 
the number of dead will bo increased 
when all in known, is the record ot th« 
first day of trouble here, although real 
lighting baa not yet begun, us the depu- 
ties are awaiting reinforctmentH before 
beginning active operations. At 10 o'clock 
yesterday morning eleven men started to 
work in the Stiung mine, on Buttle moun- 
tain. Shortly afterward a large party of 
strikers blew up thu shaft house with 
powder, canning a lo.«s of $25,000, and then 
dropped 100 pounds of giant 
powd«r 


down the blmft, which wus also exploded, 
killing fill the inmates. Not more than 
900 yards from the Strong shaft house 
sixteen men who hnd been engaged to go 
to work in the Independence mine were 
surrounded in their bunk house and after 
a long parley ngreed to surrender. 


A Dcnpcrato Haiti* Expected. 


Each one was armed with a rifle and a 


brace of revolvers; the anus arouovv in

possession of the striker*. 
It is 


rumored that the strikers attacked the 
Anna Lee mine, overpowering the guards, 
lifter which they blew up the shaft house, 
but the rumor 1ms not been verified. 
When the deputies are finally massed and 
tho two forces come together a most 
(lofcperuto battle will be doubtless fought. 
The situation (it 6 o'clock last evening was 
one of the most painful anxiety. Not a 
few believe that the town will be a 
smoulding mass by another sunset if the 
strikers arc not restrained. At Victor, 
six miles away, where fully 1,000 people 
reside, a reign of terror exists. Within a 
half mile of the corporation limits of the 
town all day long fully 300 union miners 
armed with rifles have paraded up and 
down the side of the hill.

Occasionally a dctuui into the village 


would be inmlo nrid people whom the min- 
ers thought to be objectionable were or- 
dered to leave the place. Th«j guards from 
Denver upon arrival at Victor went into 
camp on a neighboring hill. The strikers 
threw out a picket line, entirely surround- 
ing them, but at a distance that guaran- 
tees them safety from tho deputies' rifles. 
It is wild tho strikers have planted under 
their breastworks on Bull Hill a quantity 
of dyiuunitu with the intention of blowing 
it up if it should bo taken and occupied 
by the deputies. One of the largest mine 
owners in Colorado Springs is authority 
for the statement that the mine owners 
have planted a rifted cannon on a hill 
commanding the breastworks and that it 
will bo used to dislodge the strikers from 
that position. 


Humor Tlmt None Were Killed. 


There is a rumor that none of the min- 


ers in the Strong niiiio were killed; that 
they were warned off before the explosion, 
but Sum McDonald, superintendent, of 
tho Strong, Anna Lee and Gold King 
mines, and Charley Kobinson. foreman of 
the Strong, are missing, which gives crc- 
deucu to the story of slaughter. If the 
men were in certain portions of the mine 
the concussion may not have killed the-n. 
Sam Strong, owner of the mine, is given as 
authority fi>r tho statement that eleven 
men were killed. 
Deputies have been 


coming in quietly all day and it is thought 
an unexpected move is anticipated.

ANOTHER RIOT IN PENNSYLVANIA. 
roar of the Strikers Killed and Double 


That Number Wounded. 


UMOSTOWS. May 25.—The long threat 


ened attack by striking miners on the pits 
of the Washington Coal and Coal com 
pany at Stickle Hollow, in the fourth 
pool district on the Monongahela river, 
has been made, involving another grim 
tragedy. The fight was one ot the fiercest 
in the history ot the mining troubles in 
western Pennsylvania, and in the section 
where it occurred, as well as throughout 
the whole coke region, the situation it has 
developed is one of the most intense ex- 
citement and dread uncertainty. 


Four strikers are lying dead and double 


that iiumber are badly wounded, some of 
them mortally. Thrmaa Kenan, of Wood's 
Run, 
ih the only American killed in the 


encounter with the deputies. The other 
dead men are Slavs. The wounded men, 
who fell under the first volley from the 
deputies were taken off the field by the 
retreating strikers and even now the act- 
ual number of 
wounded is not defi- 


nitely known, their friends having the 
strongest motives for concealing them. 


The strikers furnished all the dead men; 


not a deputy was fatally hurt and only 
three of them were wounded. The fight 
occurred in the public roadway leading to 
the Stickle Hollow plants. Two thousand 
strikers, after camping near the works all 
niglit, came out there to intercept the men 
on their way to work, induce them to come 
out and help win the strike. A few of 
them carried Winchesters, while fully fifty 
others were armed with shotguns, muz- 
zle-loading rifles, and revolvers. 


Because of their threatening demon- 


strut ions and the fact that they had given 
notice to the company that they had come 
to drive off the deputies, if necessary, 
there were ball cartridges in the Win- 
chesters carried by the guards, and the 
entire outfit at the works was in general 
readiness to receive raiders. The deputies 
had specific orders, and it is admitted that 
the company had conveyed to them direc- 
tions to shoot to kill. 


OTTAWA PUTS ON WAR PAINT. 


SIX COMPANIES ON GUARD, 


lint tlia Striker* Dqn't Seem Much Over- 


awed at LnSulle. 


LASALLK, Ills., May 2»i.—Six companies 


of the Third regiment Illinois National 
Guard, under command of Colonel Fred 
Bennett are now under canvas on a bluff 
u the eastern part of the city, and their 
presence seems to be having a salutary 
effect on tho turbulent striking miners. 
['hero was another serious outbreak when 
a number of miners weut to the LaSalle 
carbon elmft, mobbed the engineer and 
undo him leave the engmo room, threat- 
ning him with assault if ho returned. 
["bis was before the arrival of the militia. 
The miners held ft meeting in Turner 


hall and speeches were made by General 
Jrendorf, Mayor MatthU'ssen and Hon. 
David Uoss, who counselled the men to bo 
calm and orderly. There was afterward* 
a "cloiod" meeting at which only miners 
were present. The speeches and actions 
were then of a very vicious and incendiary 
character and it looked for some time as 
if there might b* another riot, but finally 
t he cooler headed persuaded them to be 
quiet. The thing that is now irritating 
the strikers i*tb« detention of two of the 
rioters in the Ottawa jail, and if the men 
are not given * speed? trial there will be 
serious trouble.

The Town Picketed ttnd Ready to Warmly 


Welcome Kloters. 


OTTAWA, Ills., May 26.—The condition 


of airutrs among the rioting miners tit La- 
Sallo has not only created excitement in 
that city, but is the source of considera- 
ble ti oublo to the citizens of Ottawa. As 
a result of the fight at LaSalle in w.hich 
the sheriff and his deputies were so badly 
beaten three of the miners were arrested 
and imprisoned in the county jail in this 
city. They were tho ringleaders of the 
Strikers and their fellow-workmen are 
wild to liberate them. Humors that the 
miners at LaSulle were banding and would 
march to Ottawa and demand the re- 
lease of the prisoners have been substan- 
tiated by a message from the deputy 
sheriff at LaSulle, stating that if the pris- 
oners were released and brought to Peru 
for trial they would make no trouble. 


States Attorney Duncan replied that the 


miners could not run the county and that 
the men would not be taken from Ottawa 
for trial. This means trouble. According 
to latest reports the miners of LaSalle, 
Oglesby and Spring Valley are preparing 
to march to Ottawa and liberate the min- 
ers by force. The city authorities have 
made ample preparations for the same, 
and should the strikers come to Ottawa 
the strike will end there and then. 
Offi- 


cers have been stationed on all the roads 
leading to Ottawa armed \\ ith shotguns 
and Winchester rifles, acting in the ca- 
pacity of pickets. The whole town is pre- 
pared for a skirmish and should the min- 
ers come they will be cut down in short 
order. 


The miners of Oglesby visited Split Rock 


shaft, owned by Dick & Gorbett, at Utiva, 
and destroyed several hundred dollars' 
worth of property.

rioters who were captured at Odin by a 
posse of sheriff's deputies. The sheriff was 
notified that if these men were not re- 
leased inside of eight hours 1,UOO miners 
from other mines would raid the city and 
liberate the men. It was the fear that this 
threat would be carried out that induced 
the sheriff to cull for state troops. The 
difficulty of holding so many men prison- 
ers has been obviated by their counsel 
agreeing for them that they would waive 
a preliminary bearing 
and confess a 


charge of conspiracy. Twenty of them 
will be bailed in toOO each and the others 
released on their own recognizance. 


Another Schooner Lout. 


WAUKEQAN, Ills., May 25.—There seems 


to bo no doubt that the schooner Lem 
Ellsworth went down in mid-lake during 
the big storm last week, with her crew of 
seven men. Even her owners have given 
her up for lost, and their conviction were 
made stronger when the yawl of the 
missing schooner was recovered by a fisher- 
man about a mile out from the shore 
bore. 


Cold Wntor Convention In Ann Arbor. 
ANN AHBOB, Mich., May 25.—Mayor 


Darling made an address of welcome for 
the city at tho twentieth annual conven- 
tion of tho Woman's Christian Temper- 
ance union of Michigan, which is in ses- 
sion in this city. About 400 delegates 
were present. Reports were read which 
•bowed that there were 8,435 members in 
this state.

But the money that has been expended to 
properly mark and adorn the resting places 
of the brave men who died that the nation 
might live in not and hag not been expend- 
ed grudgingly. It ha» been paid out freely 
as tbo last and only possible tribute to the 
memory of men aa brave as i-ver lived, and 
who fought for home and liberty. In tbiM 
commemorating the deeds of her common 
soldiers the United States la quite unrivaled 
by any other nation, ancient or modern. 


This noble work could not have been ac- 


complished but for wise and patriotic fore- 
night exercised almost at the beginning of

the war. In September, 1861, the secretary 
of war issued an order to the effect that 
accurate and permanent records be kept as 
to all deceased Union soldiers, and this or- 
der was at once followed by the issuing of 
blank forms through the quartermaster's 
department to hospital surgeons and all 
others who could use them. On the battle- 
fields when the Federal troops were victo- 
rious great care was taken to bury the dead 
in such a way that each grave could be 
marked, and headboards provided by the 
general quartermaster ^ere set up. Only 
on fields where the Confederates won were 
the dead buried without marking the 
graves. Soldiers who survived tjjo south 
ern prisons in many instances marked the 
graves of their comrades who died, tnd 
records were kept everywhere it was possi- 
ble to do so, so that the mortuary records 
of the izreat civil contest exceed anything 
else of the same nature in the world. 


It was in the second year of the war that 


congress authorized the president to pur- 
chase grounds and have them prepared for 
soldiers' cemeteries. The next year such 
graveyards were dedicated at Chattanooga, 
Stone Eiver and Gettysburg. It was at the 
dedication of the last named of these three 
that President Lincoln delivered that ad 
dress which, spoken modestly as it was, did 
not then attract the attention of its hear- 
ers as anything greatly out of the ordinary, 
but which, when it was telegraphed over 
the land and read in the newspapers, speed- 
ily took high rank among notable spoken 
passages and has since been accorded a 
place among classic orations. The national 
cemetery at Arlington was laid out in 1864, 
that at Antietsm in 1865. 


In pursuance of the general plan of 1865, 


17 cemeteries were established in Virginia, 
7 in Tennessee, 0 in Kentucky, 4 in North 
Carolina, 4 in Louisiana, 3 in Mississippi, 8 
in Maryland, 2 in South Carolina, 2 in 
Georgia and 2 in the District of Columbia. 
In the north and west 4 were established in 
Illinois, 't in Missouri, 2 in Indiana, 1 in 
Iowa. 2 in Pennsylvania, 2 in New York 
and 3 in New Jersey. In many places be- 
sides these the government has purchased 
small plots of ground where a few soldiers 
lie, and several cemeteries contain govern- 
ment plots wherein the bodies of Confed- 
erates who died in Federal prisons are 
buried. Less than one-fifth of the entire 
number whose graves are now marked and 
tenderly cared for lie where they were first 
interred. 


Five of the national cemeteries contain 


the bodies of United States soldiers who 
fell in other wars than the struggle for the 
Union. One of the most notable is near the 
City of Mexico. Another is in Montana. In 
the latter lie the bodies of 918 regulars, in- 
cluding the 300 brave men who were massa- 
cred with Custer by the redskins. 


It is a thiug that every American may be 


proud of that all these cemeteries are kept 
in superb condition. The cemetery at Ar- 
lington heights, near Washington, is the 
most beautiful and contains the largest 
number of graves of identified dead. The 
total number of interments there is 16,535, of 
which but 4,349 are of unidentified soldiers. 
The first soldier buried there was a Con- 
federate, on May 13,186*. 


Tbe grave of Sheridan is a striking fea- 


ture of the Arlington cemetery, where have 
also been gathered the bodies of most of 
those who fell at Bull Run, Chantilly and 
other battlefields in the vicinity. A massive 
monument of sarcophagus form, marking 
the bodies of 2,111 unknown soldiers, at- 
tracts much attention, as does also the Tem-

pie of Fame, a circular structure composed 
of eight columns surmounted by a dome. 
The columns are marked by the names of 
Washington, 
Lincoln, Grant, Farragut, 


Humphreys, Reynolds, Garfleld, Thomas 
and Meade. 


The cemetery at Gettysburg, with its nu- 


merons monuments and its 3,592 tablets; 
those at Shiloh, with 3,597; Vicksburg, 
with 16.6S8 (3,913 identified and 12,720 uni- 
dentified); Frodericksburg, with 15,274, of 
which 12.796 are unknown; Nashville, with

A graveyard between n« and 
the town in nearly filled with the graves 
of rebel soldiers, which are frequently dec- 
orated with wrwithHof "immortelles," the 
spirit of the town being intensely "se- 
cesh." G 
nnd myself bad a pas* on 


Monday and were reminded of this by a 
couple of ladies and some gentlemen on a 
porch commenting ou and laughing heart- 
ily at our officers as they passed by, and 
another conple, one with black curls—very 
pretty—went by us with a score of wreaths 
on their arms to decorate the grave of 
some soldier taking his mtt. 
I think the 


graves are more particularly cared for 
when we are around, bat we think the 
more of them for it anyway. Our soldiers 
take very little notice of such demonstra- 
tions. A number of Hhopkeeix-ra take both 
Confederate and Federal money.—O. T. in 
Washington Star.

Inside of three 
minutes this company bad a stream 
upon the blaze, and were quickly fol- 
lowed by company No. 2, but a flre in 
a room filled with shavings proved a 
difficult thing to handle, and it was 
some time before they had it under 
subjection. 
It was not out entirely 


until the next day, wben the room 
was emptied of its contents. 
The 


shaving room, which is a frame 
structure, and connected with the 
planing mill on the west, is quite 
badly burned and charred on the in- 
side, while several holes were made 
through the side to allow the entrance 
of water. The blaze also extended to 
the engine room, but it was quickly 
put out. But for the prompt and ex 
cellent work on the part of the flre 
department, the entire plant, would 
undoubtedly have gone up in smoke. 
Messrs. Hildreth & Martin estimate 
their loss at only about $200, and it 
is covered by insurance.

Concerning contiguity the couttitu • 
tion require* a district to be ot contiguous 
territory and that clause withhold* from 
the legislature the power to form a district 
of pan* wholly disconnected. That is con- 
tuglou* which louche* and the dvuree of 
contiguity i» a matter wholly within leg- 
islative discretion. 


Concerning compactness It wa* the only 


debatable question in the case, and has no 
reference to shape, but refer* to quality of 
solidity, and as to mere shape of a district 
that question was wholly with legislative 
discretion. So long as legislation is con- 
lined within constitutional limits no court 
has power to question the motives. With- 
in the realm of its discretion each de- 
partment of state government is absolute- 
ly supreme. 


Concluding, Judge Crelghton said: "I 


bold the act of 1K73 wa* constitutional, 
the 
act 
of 1883 was constitutional, 


and the act of 18U3 is constitutional and U 
now in force. If one or more of these 
three acts are held unconstitutional all 
must be, for all were framed by the same 
rules, of constitutional contraction and 
legislative discretion, and differ iu results, 
If at all, only in a degree so Blight as not 
to call upon the court to discriminate in 
favor of one of them and aguiust tho 
other.'! 


At the conclusion of the opinion com- 


plainant immediately prayed au appeal to 
the state supreme court, which was at 
once granted and teu days given iu which 
to file bill of exceptions and bonds. 


FLAG BILL VETOED. 


Governor Fluwtr'tt Kemurkft on tho Dis- 


play of Foreign Emblems. 


ALBASY, May 36.— In vetoing tbe bill to 


prevent tbe display ot foreign dugs and 
emblems on public buildings, Governor 
Flower indulged in these observations: 


"It is a questionable sort of patriotism 


which geeks the enactment of such a bill 
as this. If the measure were approved it 
would be unlawful hereafter to display the 
flag or emblem of any foreign country 
upon any state, county, town or munici- 
pal building except upon tbe occasion of 
a foreigner's becoming a guest of the 
United States, tbe state, or of any city, 
and then only upon the proclamation of 
a governor or of a mayor. America is 
big and broad and free in its political tol- 
eration as well as in its territory, and 
such proposed legislation as this makes 
it seem small and narrow and clannish. 


'If American patriotism is of such weak 


stamina that it can be allured by tbe dis- 
play of foreign bunting, legislation like 
this cannot save it from speedy and utter 
ruin. I prefer to think that love for our 
country is of a deeper and stronger char- 
acter, a love that is generous and tolerant, 
•tmH* of -unquestioned loyalty in times of 
real danger. Let us not restrict tbe dis- 
play of bunting on gala days; let us hoist 
the flags of all nations, but above all oth- 
ers let tbe stars and stripes float triumph- 
ant, and thus in our display of colors and 
emblems we shall best symbolize tho 
varied yet harmonious 'character of our 
population." 


SENATORS ARE EXONERATED. _ 


The IiiTestlgatlng Committee Finds Them 


Blameless — Kdward*' Cu»e, 


WASHINGTON, May 2tt. — Tbe senate in- 


vestigating committee bus reported on 
the Huuton-Kyle bribery case. The re- 
port in brief holds them entirely blame- 
less, after stating that the facts as here- 
tofore 
printed are proven, and adds 


that there is no evidence to show that 
Buttz represented any person or syndicate 
who desired to bribe senators, or had the 
money to do so. 


Judge Dittenhcefer, counsel for Corres- 


pondent Edwards, appeared before the in- 
vestigation committee and 
announced 


that he had advised his client not to give 
tbe committee the names of persons from 
whom he received certain information 
bearing upon the subject under investiga- 
tion. He quoted tbe supreme court de- 
cisions in the Kilbourne and Counselman 
coses in support of his position. 


The committee overruled Judge Ditten- 


bcefer's objections and again called Ed- 
wards in, repeated its demand that he give 
the names requested, in the first instance, 
and received bis final decision not to com- 
ply with the demand. He was then ex- 
cused and the committee again went into 
secret session. No decision M to a future 
course of action was reached. 


Senator Caffery and ex-Congressman Le- 


fevre, of Louisville, were before the com- 
mittee later in the day and absolutely de- 
nied the Htory of taeir participation in the 
alleged conference with the sugar 
people.

THE Milwaukee Sentinel of last 


Thursday contained a column article 
from Waupaca on the potato question, 
written from a republican standpoint. 
In the first place the writer claims 
that Waupaca county is the potato 
garden of Wisconsin, and says that 
but about 15 per cent, of the potatoes 
shipped from Waupaca and the sever- 
al small stations adjacent, came from 
the first two tier of towns in Portage 
county. 
Both of these claims may be 


right, and vvc are willing to let Wau- 
paca wear the belt at present, believ- 
ing that she is entitled to it on ac- 
count of her vast acreage and larger 
number of farmers, bub this cbttdty is 
getting to the front, and thousands of 
acres that were considered practically 
worthless a few years ago—not worth 
paying taxes thereon—are now being 
turned into fertile fields, producing 
from one to two hundred bushels of 
potatoes per acre. 
The number of 


real estate transfers ia this county 
have doubled or trebled during the 
past two or three years, and wild and 
uncultivated land has increased from 
50 to 100 per cent in value. But this 
is not the point THE GAZETTE desired 
to touch upon when commencing this 
article. 
The Sentinel correspondent 


claims that should the Wilson bill 
pass, which reduces the tariff on po- 
tatoes from 20 cents to JO cents per 
bushel, our farmers will get just ten 
cents less per bushel for their product. 
This might be the right kind of non- 
sense to feed to Waupaca county far- 
mers, but wo doubt it very much, and 
it will not go in Portage county. 
It 


is not many years ago that our far- 
mers sold potatoes for 10 cents per 
bushel, and still the tariff was 20 
cents, or double the amount. 
This 


is an instance where protection does 
not protect the farmer, and he has 
learned to know it to his detriment 
in all instances. 
When the potato 


crop is abundant cast and west, north 
and south, the growers of Portage, 
Waupaca and Waushara counties (the 
three best potato counties in the state) 
may expect low prices, but when from 
some reason the crop in those distant 
sections, or one or two of them, is a 
failure, good price.s for our product are 
bound to be the result. The cheaply 
grown potatoes of Ireland and Scot- 
land, which the Sentinel correspond- 
ent says are carried over here as ballast, 
without cost (another political mis- 
representation) are not brought into 
competition with our product except 
in the slightest degree, and then only 
occasionally in the coast cities of the 
cast, so that we have nothing to fear 
from foreign 
competition, 
fteroc- 


cratic farmers have everything to 
gain, and nothing to lose, therefore, 
by a reduction in tariff.
